This was 
worth, at 22 cents per pound, $149. 

In the same herd is another cow 
bearing the unearned title of Queen, 
and she has another record—a six 
years’ record of 152 pounds butter fat | 
or 167 pounds of butter per year. 
While this“is almost a fourth better 
than the average cow in the United 
States, yet Rose produced two and a 
half times as much butter fat as 
Queen for that long period. And in an 
exact comparison for one year Rose 
made more than three times as much 
butter fat as Queen from exactly the 
same feed, both in kinds and amount 
and with the same care. 

Rose was purchased by the Illinois 
experiment station when she was four 
years old, and she is now past sixteen. 
She was picked up among the cows of- 
fered for sale for $50. Her record bere 
given is for ten years In succession, 
including the times when she was dry, 
and she has been doing practically as 
well since. 

Her longest milking period In this 
time was one year and eleven months, 
completed when she was fourteen and 
a half years old; her shortest, one year 
and ten days, and the gverage one 
year five and a third months. In this 
time she produced seven calves, four 
of them belng heifers. 

At 25 cents per pound for butter fat 
or 22 cents per pound for butter the 
annual income from Rose is $96and 
that from Queen $38. The income from

The principle of blanching is grow: 
ing in the dark. The boards must be 
kept well apart, for if the wet leaves 
of celery are not sufficiently exposed 
; to the sun to dry them they will rot 
‘ and the plant will cease to grow. It 
will continue to grow while leaves are 
exposed to sun and air. After board- 
ing up, celery begins to blanch, and 
when boards are crowded close togeth- 
er at the top (Fig. 2) the blanching is 
completed in a few days. Clerey will 
not keep long after it is blanched; 
therefore board up a little at a time. 
Some of the Golden Self Blanching 
can be put fn the cellar without blanch- 
ing for fall use, 

‘After the celery is boarded up place 
a mulch of manure in the eighteen inch 


until the celery is ready to use. Mulch- 
ing not only retains moisture, 
keeps the ground from baking, and the 
water running through the manure dis- 
solves portions of it, which in the wa- 
ter are carried to the roots of the 
plants in a form that {s available 
for food. Celery sometimes becomes 
stingy or has hollow stalks because 
of growing too slowly or lack of pot- 
ash or phosphoric acid.

Feeding Hogs.

Bank Note Paper. 
The nine kinds of notes printed by 
the Bank of England are all on thin, 
white, crisp paper. The Ink used is 
black, a hard, dry preparation, ‘said 
to be made from naphtha smoke. A 
pecullarity of the English notes is that 
the engraving is simple and old fasb- 
ioned, in contrast to the notes of ofher 
countries, which are most elaborately 
engraved by complicated machinery, 
the designs being difficult_of imita- 
tion by hand and the lathes and ruling 
engines being so costly as touliscourage 
counterfelters. The Englistf: paper is 
made by a private concern, as is that 
in use in the United States, the pulp of 
the latter belng a mixture of linen, cot- 
ton and silk, the silk threads coming 
into prominence after the printing. The 
French bank note paper is of similar 
texture, hair being used with the pulp 
instead of silk threads. Over 50,000 
notes are issued by the Bank of Eng- 
land daily of an average value of £20.

PLOWING HILLSIDES, 


Plowing Around Or in Lands—Diago- 
nal Planting Ooes Not Wash Out. 


I live in a very hilly section and 
therefore have to plow more or les of 
thia lilly land. i have some fields that 
have &, 10 and 15 per cent. grade. Such 
fields as these.] go around the whola 
field or plow it in lands, whichever is 
most convenfent. I have no. trouble 
with such fields; washing either in the 
up and down plowing or the sideways 
of the hill. But when I come to’ steeper 
grades than these I plow with the hill 
and have never had any trouble with 
their washing if such fields are planted 
to elther corn or potatoes or any crop 
that has to be cultivated. I | furrow 
or mark out for planting diagonally of 
the hill and fn this way it will not 
wash; never as badly as it would if 
marked out and cultivated up and 
down the hill. I have an example of 
planting up and down the hill this year 
in a piece of potatoes. It was a nar- 
row strip about 30 rows wide by 200 
long. The narrow way was up and 
down the hill, so to save so much turn- 
ing around in cultivating I planted all 
one way. The consequence is that be- 
tween the rows all the loose soil is 
washed to tue bottom of the hill, where- 
as if I had planted diagonally across 
the narrow way the water would have 
gathered {in 80 much less quantities 
that it would not have washed any to 
speak of. 

Gullies From the Seed Drill. 

My land has more or less gravel and 
sand mixed with the soil and I have to 
be very careful when I seed down a 
plece for meadow not to leave any 
wheel marks up and down the bill with 


the drill, for if I do water will be al- _ 
most sure to gather in these: wheel ' 


marks aud it is but a short time before 
a trench or gully is formed. ;I hove 
such a gully now in one of my fields 
‘that was from four to six féet deep 
and twelve feet wide that started from 
the little mark that was left by the drill 
as I came from the field after drilling 
in my rye in September. In clay or 
heavy land probably there would not 
be so much danger of washing. It is 
very hard for a team to plow or do any 
hard pulling up a steep hill, but direct- 
ly or diagonally across it they will go 
easily, and when done in this way I 

ve never seen any bad results from 

washing on my farm, and I have lived

It is then ceiled out- 
side with tar paper. Trimmers are 
then placed around the box to build 
another box upon, a 2-inch air space 
being left between the two boxes. In

like manner this box is ceiled and 
supplied with trimmers for an  out- 


side box of ship lap or matched 
boards to surround a second 2-inch 
air space. Frost boxes so constructed 
will be found effective in any climate 
and are fully as satisfactory as more 
elaborately constructed ones.—Orange 
Judd Farmer. 


Scrubs Unprofitable.

FIND OF INDIAN RELICS. 


Skeletons and Necklaces In a Mound | 
at Port Colborne. 


) A staff of men, under W. C. P, Phil- 
lips, assistant curator of the Provincial | 
Museum, Toronto, have been excavat- 
Ing the flag staff mound at Humber- 
stone Club, Port Colborne, and were 
greatly surprised to discover one of the 
richest finds of Indian relics on record 
there. The mound contained nine skele- 
tons, numerous bracelets, necklaces of 
beads, tomahawks;pipes, a@ copper ket- 
tle and three earthen pots. The relics 
will be sent to the Provincial Museum 
at Toronto for permanent exhibition. 

When the steel flag pole was being. 
erected about fifteen years ago many 
Indian bones were turned out In the ex- 
cayation, and arrow heads were found 
in the pathway leading from the spot 
to the lake shore.: Among the relics 
the most valuable were the three earth- 
ern vessels, These are shaped much like 
the jardinleres of to-day. They are 
about seven inches in diameter’ and 
about the same’ depth, and the orna- 
mental design Is a simple one. Two of 
the pots were chipped, but the other one 
is pervect. It is supposed that the ves- 
sels were used to hold water, as they 
are too soft to have been used over 
fires. One of the pipes is perfect, but 
the othér is broken. The copper brace- 
lets encircled the wrist bones and the 
necklaces the neck bones. The skele- 
tons were not placed in any. order and 
Were about four féet from the surface. 
Mr. Phillips will continue his Investli- 
gation through the greater part of the 
mound,
